WASHINGTON, April . 7.—Re- 
ceivers for the Minnesota & On- 
tario Paper Co. testified today that 
Edward W. Backus, former presi- 
dent of the company, had taken 
$7,000,000 from its funds for his 
personal use and a large part of 
it went into the stock market. 


This was testified by John D. 
Faegre, counsel for the receivers, 
before the Senate committee in- 
vestigating allegations of Backus 
|jthat bankers and others were con- 
spiring to “steal” the $75,000,000 
concern. 

Backus did not deny the money 
had been transferred from the pa- 
per company to his personal com- 
pany, Backus-Brooks Co., but said 
it was due the latter.

Denies Collusive Receivership. 

Representative Perkins (Rep.), 
New Jersey, who was sitting in with 
the committee, asked if the receiv- 
ership were not “collusive.” 

“Well, I wouldn’t characterize it 
that way,” the witness replied. 

Gaeger denied his firm had ob- 
tained a creditor to file suit in the 
Federal Court to force the receiver- 
ship, but said Backus had sought 
the creditor-to take such action. 

Committee members’ sharply 
criticised the salaries paid to the 
receivers of the company and their 
attorneys. 

Ashurst figured out on the basis 
of the testimony that for 25 months 
of the receivership the salaries and 
fees amounted to $433,000, while 
the creditors of the company got 
nothing. 

Senator Hebert (Rep.), Rhode 
Island, estimated that if the salary 
of the president and vice-president 
had continued through the receiver- 
ship at the rate being paid just 
prior to it they would have re- 
ceived $350,000 for the same period, 
or $83,000 less. 

At the outset of the hearing 
Backus took the stand, but said 
he had nothing further to add to 
his statements made Tuesday be- 
fore the Senate Stoéck Market In- 
vestigating Committee. 

The receivers of the Minnesota

“It.is my belief that the first step 
to be taken in the direction of the 
effective regulation of. communica- 
tions: companies is a thorough and 
detailed study of the big companies 
and their subsidiaries. Such an 
inquiry will require no less than a 
year.

EFFORT 10 SEMLE

Employes at Kenosha Plant Re- 
ject’ Labor Board Plan — 
Other Unions Bound.

KENOSHA, Wis., April 7.—Em- 
ployes of the Nash Motor Co. today 
rejected a suggestion of the Auto- 
motive Labor Board to settle the 
strike at the plant here.

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Collapse of the Profit System. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Esco gn recently has been much com- 
ment in the press about the question 
of profits to business under NRA. “In- 
dustry should be encouraged to make a 
profit as long as the public does not have 
to suffer for that profit,” naively com- 
plained the president of the Nationa] As 
sociation of Wool Manufacturers a few 
days ago. Business is keyed to the ab- 
surd assumption that it is possible for it, 
taken as a whole, to make practically 
unlimited profits from the consumer, 
whose total purchasing power must orig- 
inate with business. Another fallacy is 
that businesses can make practically un- 
limited profits without social detriment. 
Knowing, as they should, that, speak- 
ing generally, business must first furnish 
consumer p § power in the form 
of salaries, wages; rent, interest, etc., and 
that in the total it can get back from the 
consumer no more than it has paid out 
to him, it is fair to ask gentlemen who 
call insistently for profits where they 
are to come from. Business is a simple 
(or complicated, if you will) exchange 
of goods and services. Of course, it may 
sell to the consumer, say, three-fourths of 
its product for the total amount it first 
pays out as above noted, and it will then 
have on hand the remaining one-fourth 
as surplus. But where, then, and to 
whom can this be sold in order to realize 
& profit? There will be (as there is at 
this moment) a tremendous latent de- 
mand, but no market, for it. No one is 
able to pay for it. That is, briefly, our 
method. <A profit system cannot func- 
tion for long without a profit. 


It is true that some earlier-made sav- 
ings can be used to buy surplus product 
(billions have been used that way dur- 
ing the last four years); we can issue 
more interest-bearing and other debt for 
the same purpose; we can inflate the 
currency, and we can spend more billions 
of tax money. But does anybody who 
thinks believe that these devices will (in 
the total) produce any real profits—how- 
ever useful or even necessary they may 
be for temporary purposes? 

Until recent years, the public lands, 
with their rich stores of timber, minerals, 
oil, coal, etc., were poured into our profit 
economy and furnished something in the 
nature of profits to be divided. We made 
immense capital expenditures, which 
gave consumer purchasing power. Simi- 
larly, in/Great Britain and other Buro- 
peans countries, the resources of the col- 
onies have been fed into the dominant 
countries and made for profits. This 
exploitation is now tapering off, and their 
profits are, significantly, disappearing. 

If we continue to equip and train in 

the universities and elsewhere able and 
-ambitious young men in in num- 
bers, sending them forth in search 
‘these imaginary profits, what will be the 
net result? They may get profits in their 
individual businesses at. the expense of 
others—huge profits in some cases and 
lesser in some; and there will be losses. 

But what will be the cost to society 
as a whole, and how long can society 
stand the ordeal? Business men general- 
ly cannot understand clearly what it 


insist upon a shift from 
an economy of production for profit, re- 
sulting inevitably in concentration of 
wealth, and consequent stagnation and 
misuse of it, to one of full production for 
use; and this not primarily on the ground 
of justice to the under-supplied, as is 
sometimes urged, but as a matter of 
necessity to avoid ultimate disaster.

Are France, Germany and the United Kingdom for- 
getful of the services of their soldiers, or bas the 
United States permitted the pension business to be 
come a racket unlike any of its kind ever known 
in the history of the world?

Howard discusses it in his “History of Matri- 
monial Customs,” while James Trusiow Adams in 
“Provincial Society,” one of the Schlesinger and Fox 
volumes on American social history, after relating it 
to the life of the times, points out that bundling was 
practically identical with the viagagavu, or “bush 
sleeping,” of the Melanesians,

As Senator Borah put it in his eloquent peroration, 
the thought of making profits out of war, of 
building fortunes out of misery and the sorrows 
of the maimed, the broken in health and the in- 
sane, is revolting enough to anyone who has left 
in him a spark of human sympathy or a sense of 
decency. But to foment discord and to spréad 
false and sordid statements, to engender bitter- 
ness and suspicion and hate and féar among na- 
tions, all that such profits may be made and 
enlarged, reaches the dead level of human de- 
pravity. There is nothing lower in the scale of 
human avarice. ‘ 

The statesman and the publication which come 
to grips with this problem perform a public sefvice 
in the highest sense of the term. They point the 
way for those who would convince the world of mill- 
tarism’s folly. For few men will want to die on a bat- 
tlefield if they know that it js to make millionaires.

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EMMA GOLDMAN SPEAKS. 

Emma Goldman, at the Odeon Thursday night, ad- 
dressed an audience whose small size would have 
depressed many a lesser speaker, Seemingly, it did 
not disturb her, though accustomed in her heyday to 
commanding overflow audiences, flanked sometimes 
by police reserves. It has been so in other ‘cities 
where Miss Goldman has spoken on her tour. The 
older generation views her in a mood of reminis 
cence; the younger takes chiefly an antiquarian in- 
terest, if any. Other radical philosophies now hold 
the limelight, some having moved from the realm of 
theory to that of experiment. Anarchism has become 
@ quaintly idealistic philosophy, of only academic in- 
terest in our country, and Emma Goldman already 
has begun to fade into history and legend. 

The condition on which her 90-day visit to the 
United States is permitted, a pledge to refrain from 
political discussion, restrained but did not throttle 
the speaker’s eloquence. From her formal beginning 
as a lecturer on German literature and culture, she 
proceeded to an account of repression under the 
Nazis. Her words at times became parables, warn- 
ing of what occurs in a land whose people permit 
reaction and bigotry to gain control. ' 

On dropping her manuscript and replying to her 
hearers’ questions, flashes of the old “Red Emma” 
came forth. Once called the “most dangerous woman 
in America,” she gave what was actually a patriotic 
address. Still no lover of governments, she warned 
Americans to cherish their freedom, limited though 
{t may be; to be eternally vigilant against those who 
would wrest it away; to seek greater freedom and 
fuller living. The anarchist gave, in wholehearted 
sincerity, a méssage with which the Founding Fa- 
thers would havé agreed. Her profound devotion to 
Miberty, to freedom of thought, speech and assem- 
blage, her hatred of oppression, make Emma Gold- 
man a distinguished figure of our day, no matter how 
we disagree with her particular tenets.

Richard Murphy, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, who favors an 
83-cent levy, will make a minority 


report. He said the appropriations 
would have to be reduced $350,000 
te $400,000 if the lower tax were set. 

At a special election in February 
the people authorized the board to 
continue the general rate at the 
85-cent maximum annually for four 
years. In addition to the general 
rate, the board will fix a sinking 
fund tax rate, to ‘pay interest and 
principal on outstanding bonds, 
probably at 2 cents on the $100. 
It is estimated that this will barely 
meet ‘requirements.
